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: The Alameda County Building and Construction Trades 
Council, at its regular meeting held last Tuesday night in the 
Labor Temple, unanimously endorsed a resolution condemning 
Charles W. Real, secretary-treasurer of Teamsters’ Local 70 
and president of the California State Federation of Labor. The 
resolution, which was adopted by the Joint Strike Committee 
of the Central Labor Council and Building Trades Council on 
last Tuesday afternoon, declared that Real was unfit to hold the 
responsible position of President of the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor and further declared that he be ousted from the 
State Federation presidency immediately. 


The resolution is an outgrowth of the 4-month-old Kahn's 
and Hastings strike and climaxed actions by Real in begging 
the AFL Negotiating Committee, who were attempting to work 
out a solution to the strike, to take an out and out “open shop” 
deal from the Retail Merchants Association. 

The action by the Building Trades Council in passing the 
resolution will undoubtedly start other Building Trades Groups, 
Central Labor Councils, and other affiliates of the State Federa- 
tion, in endorsing a similar resolution calling for Real’s immedi- 
ate ouster, 

The group, passing the resolution, stated that the action 
taken against Real was not one against Teamsters’ Local 70 
or its membership. The action was solely a condemnation of 
Real, who is the President of the State Federation of Labor and 
an officer of Teamsters’ Local 70. 

It was felt by the Building Trades Council that the rank and 
file and other officers of Local 70 were wholeheartedly behind 
the Clerks’ fight against these two unfair stores and did not 
share the views of their secretary for his actions during the 
recent negotiations and subsequent publicity that followed. The

estimates of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the Department of La- 
bor. The 1946 total of 2,063,000 was 
2 per cent above the 1945 total and 
registered the downward trend in 
the total number of work injuries 
| during the preceding two years. Al- 
though this total is still below that 
of any of the war years, from 1941 
to 1944, it is far from reassuring. 

This shameful waste is evidenced 
when it is realized that the time | 
actually lost from work because of 
these injuries comes to nearly 47 
million days. This is the equivalent 
of full-time employment of 156,000 
workers for an entire year. 

In view of the great concern that 
is ostensibly being evidenced by 
some legislators, it would seem that 
if their concern for the welfare of 
the workers was as great as their 
concern for greater’ production, 
legislation dealing with safety | 
measures would occupy least 
some of their attention.

a fair and square settlement that will not be an “open shop deal.” 

The condemnation of Real by the Building Trades group 
shortly follows Real's public announcement, made through the 
columns of the daily press that he was withdrawing Local 70 
from both the Central Labor Council and Building Trades Coun- 
cil due to the “unfavorably publicity that Local 70 had received” 
in the Kahn’s and Hastings strike. 

That the action of the Building Trades group will be fol- 
lowed by the Central Labor Council can be assumed, as the 
Joint Strike Committee that drew up the resolution is com- 
posed equally of members from both councils, and the resolu- 
tion will no doubt come up for action by the Executive Board of 
the Central Labor Council today (Friday) and be presented fo: 
Council action next Monday night. 

The resolution is a strongly worded blast at Real and his 
actions since January 17, 1947, in his attempts to force a unsatis- 
factory settlement in the Kahn’s-Hastings strike. As has been 
reported in previous issues of the Labor Journal, negotiations 
had been carried on by Real and a committee of Robert S. Ash, 
Jack Reynolds, John Philpott and Council Attorney Galliano. 
While the employers had stood pat on their offer to the Clerks’ 
Union that it had to be an “open shop” deal, the committee on 
two occasions, had unanimously rejected the offer and voted to 
continue the fight against these two unfair stores. 

At a special meeting of all officers, executive committeemen 
and delegates, held three weeks ago, a communication from Real 
to the effect that the committee had better take the offer or 
else was read at the meeting. An implied threat that if the 
offer was not accepted, Real would draw his temos out of both 
councils, was contained therein. When the meeting, by unani- 
mous action, turned down the open shop offer, Real followed 
with his withdrawal from both councils and his resignation from 
the Negotiating Committee. 

The resolution apparently throws light on statements appear- 
ing in the press attributed to an official of Local 70 that the 
reason for Real’s withdrawal from strike participation was be- 
cause of a rejection by the Clerks’ Union of an employer prop- 
osition other than the open shop deal. 

The resolution points out that Real untruthfully, through an 
official of Local 70, attempted to have the Clerks accept the 
open shop deal upon the representation that he “had a commit- 
ment made by two members of the RMA in the presence of the 
City Manager of Oakland, Jack Hassler, that if the open shop 
deal was accepted the union shop would be given to the Clerks’ 
Union for all of the stores in the Merchants Association in nego- 
tiations after the Clerks returned to work. 

The public press last week, however, published an 8-point 
proposal coming from Real which was far short of a union shop. 
The union promptly accepted this proposal in the press. The 
employers immediately denied that such a proposal was author- 
ized by them and Real denied having given it to the paper. 

The 8-point proposal that was turned down by the employ-

What promises to not only parallel the 
present anti-labor legislative trend in Washington but to exceed 
it, is materializing at Sacramento. 

In addition to this omnibus threat to labor, a number of 
other bills which would weaken seriously the Unemployment 
Insurance Act and the Workmen’s Compensation Act, and de- 
prive the workers of this state of established constitutional rights 
have also been thrown into the the hopper. 

For the first time in many years, the organized labor move- 
ment faces one of its most dangerous threats, and if it is going 
to be staved off, it will require the undivided and most militant 
action on the part of the affiliated organizations. The Federation 
calls upon all of the local unions, their members and friends, to 
immediately contact their assemblymen and state senators and 
make known to them their opposition to these anti-labor and 
undemocratic measures. 

The Federation is now engaged in analyzing these various 
bills and is working strenuously to make them available to the 
unions in the quickest possible time. 

Aware of the seriousness of the situation, C. J. Haggerty, 
Secretary of the Federation, wishes to make it doubly clear to 
the membership that this session is going to be one of the tough- 
est yet encountered by the labor movement. This is not the time 
for false optimism and misdirected confidence. The grim facts 
must be faced, and it is going to require the fully mobilized 
strength of labor if we are to prevent any of these snackling 
labor bills from being adopted. 

The unions will be circularized with an analysis of these 
bills and a program of action to follow, as quick as the Federa- 
tion staff can compile the material and mail it.

Industrial Hazard” is the interest- 
ing new road sign that may con- 
front California motorists if Direc- 
tor of Industrial Relations Paul 
Scharrenberg has his way.

partment of the Los Angeles Supe 


rior Court refused to prohibit con- 
tinuation of the mass trial of pick- 
ets, late last week, but advised the 
union men to ask the Municipal 
Court to grant trial by 
groups.

Adjustment In Compensation Benefits LADIES’ AUXILIARY NEWS 


For Widows and Orphans Needed in 
State Workmen's Compensation Law 


SAN FRANCISCO. — The inade-|less per week than she would re- 


quacy of an arbitrary death benefit 
provided by the California Work- 
men’s Compensation law has he- 
come self-evident. For this reason 
the State Department of Industrial 
Relations has introduced AB 637 to 
remedy the injuries involved. 


In the existing law, an arbitrary 
amount is provided for, to be paid 
to persons totally dependent on an 
employee who is killed in industry. 
There is no plan for giving more 
to those in greater need than to 
those who may need it least, or not 
at all. 


In California, as the Department 
points out, two men may be killed 
in the same accident, one having no 
children and leaving a young widow 
who may be married again before 
many months expire, and the other 
leaving a widow with several chil- 
dren to support. Under our present 
law, both widows receive the same 
amount. If the deceased workman 
were earning enough to result in 
maximum benefits, both widows 
would receive $6,000. This is paid at 
the rate of $25 per week for 240 
weeks. Remarriage does not termi- 
nate the benefits due to the widow 
when total dependency is once es- 
tablished. The present statute does 
net permit any adjustment upward 
or downward in accordance with 
the need of the dependents. Another 
difficulty is that as the payments 
end, the dependents are left with- 
out any income. 

AB 637 seeks to overcome these 
defects. A dependent widow would 
receive 40% of the average weekly 
earnings of the deceased. A widow 
with no dependents would receive 
$15.38 a week, approximately $10

More adequate and equitable ad- 
justments are also provided for 
widows with one or more child de- 
pendents. This would also apply to 
dependent children without parents. 

AB 637 seeks to remove from the 
existing law the inadequacies and 
inequities of arbitrary death bene- 
fits and to substitute instead an in- 
telligent plan to pay benefits to de- 
pendents when they are needed and 
as long as they are needed. 


Broadened Social 


Security Program 
Urged For All 


WASHINGTON.—The New Deal’s 
slogan of a maximum of $25 a week 
for up to 26 weeks for unemployed 
workers was revived February 11th 
by the Federal Security Agency in 
its 11th annual report to Congress. 

Along with the boost in payments, 
the agency also urged extension of 
federal old-age and survivors insur- 
ance to all gainful workers and ex- 
pansion of the program to include 
permanent total disability insur- 
ance. 

Broader coverage for social secur- 
ity benefits was also recommended, 
the report stating that in an aver- 
age week 23 million persons were 
employed on jobs excluded from the 


old-age and survivors insurance 
program. 
Under unemployment insurance, 


the report urged extension of the 
federal tax to all employers of one 
or more workers and special federal 
aid to low-income states, and fed- 
eral grants-in-aid to states for gen- 
eral assistance to any needy person 
irrespective of the cause of his 
need, 

The agency also recommended 
abolition of state residence and citi- 
zenship requirements as a condition 
of eligibility for aid in state plans 
approved under the federal law. 

Provision under federal law for 
cash benefits to insured workers 
and dependents during temporary 
total disability was also urged, in 
addition to benefits during perma- 
nent total disability. The board 
found that the wage loss from dis- 
abilities lasting six months, plus 
the first six months’ loss in perma-

The problem of paying for ade- 
quate medical care was held equal- 
ly as serious and important as the 
wage loss from disability. Congress 
was told the U. S. bill for health 
services of all kinds amounts to 4 
or 5% of the national income. It 
observed that “except on a prepay- 
ment basis it is, for all practcial 
purposes, impossible for an indi- 
vidual or family to budget for medi- 
cal care.” 

A comprehensive program of so- 
|cial security was recommended by 
the board’s call for a “basic national 
| system of contributory social insur- 
ance, covering all major risks to 
economic independence and _ all 
workers and their dependents 
threatened by such risks. ‘ 

“The program would include in- 
surance against wage loss in peri- 
|ods of disability and against costs 
|of medical care, for which no gen- 
eral provision now exists in the 
|U. S., as well as old-age and sur- 
|vivors insurance and unemploy- 
|ment insurance, with benefits re- 
jlated to past earnings and with 
provision for additional benefits for 
dependents.”

Unemployed Building (Sen. Murray Asks 


Trades Workmen 


Shorty before the State Legisla- 
ture adgowrned, Frank MacDonald, 
president of the State Building and 
Construction Trades Council of Cali- 
fornia, sent the following telegram 
to Assemblyman Edward Gaffney 
of San Francisco: 


“We estimate that over one mil- 
lion mam hours were lost through 
unemployment in December and 
January by California building and 
construction workmen. Our survey 
shows that approximately fifteen 
hundred painters were idle in the 
San Franeisco bay area in Decem- 
ber and January and other building 
and construction workmen in lesser 
numbers.” 

Assemblyman Gaffney thereupon 
submitted the following resolution 
to the California State Assembly: 

“WHEREAS, an acute shortage 
of building materials and a limited 
number of skilled mechanics in cer- 
tain trades have seriously retarded 
construction of urgently needed 
homes fer veterans and citizens 
generally; and 

“WHEREAS, because of this seri- 
ous situation the State of California 
has made arrangements to furnish 
materials for veterans housing. and 
necessary public works; and 

“WHEREAS, investigation dis- 
closes that thousands of building 
and construction workmen have 
been laid off because of inclement 
weather conditions which interfered 


with outdoor comstruction work; 
and 
“WHEREAS, further investiga- 


tion discloses that thousands of 
persens are following the custom of 
normal times and are waiting for 
the arrival of spring before pro- 
ceeding with interior remodeling, 
repair and maintenance work; and 

“WHEREAS, it is manifest that 
when the tremendous program of 
construeting new homes for veter- 
ans amd necessary public works is 
started, workmen who are now 
available to do interior remodeling, 
repair and maintenance work will 
not be available because they willl 
be steadily employed upon new 
housing and construction work; 
therefore be it 

“RESOLVED, by the State As- 
sembly that we respectfully urge 
citizens who plan interior remodel- 
ing, repair and maintenance work 
to have such work done now while 
workmen are available, so that 
these property owners will not be 
compelled to await the services of 
workmen now avaflable but who 
will later be employed exclusively 
upon the construction of veterans’ 
homes and urgently needed public 
works.”

The Federal and State govern- 
ments have arranged for a tremen- 
dous housing ipo 0 program. 

Persons who can have interior 
remodeling, repair and maintenance 
work done now but who insist on 
waiting for the spring, will do them- 
selves and the homeless war vet- 
erans a disservice. 

Idle building trades workmen 
whose services are now available 
for interior remodeling, repair and 
maintenance jobs in homes, stores 
and factories will not be obtainable 
when the large housing construc- 
tion work starts in the spring.

End of Rochester 
Newspaper’ Strike 
Seen Shortly 


ROCHESTER, N. Y.-End of a 
strike which has kept this city 
without its two daily newspapers 
for nearly 13 weeks was in view 
February 7th as four of the strik- 
ing unions reached a settlement and 
the fifth took a new wage proposal 
under consideration, 

The unions which came to terms 
with the Frank E. Gannett man- 
agement were the stereotypers, 
mailers, pressmen (all AFL) and 
the American Newspaper Guild 
(CIO). The photoengravers, last of 
the unions involved in the tieup, 
were to meet February 7th to take 
up the settlement proposal. 

Local 15, International 


5, Typo- 
graphical Union, which went out on 
November 8th, settled on January 
5th with the provision that the 
printers would return to work 
when agreements were signed with 
all other unions involved. 

The stereotypers settled for a $15 


weekly increase and a new scale 
of $74 days and $79 nights. The 
mailers settled for a $13 increase 


for days and $14 for night® Their 
new scale is $59 days and $63 
nights, The stereotypers and mail- 
ers waived pay for the lockout peri- 
od and the pressmen agreed to arbi- 
trate that issue.

WASHINGTON.—High mortality | 


among daily papers, continued 
growth ,of newspaper monopolies 


and the squeezing out of small local | 
papers and weeklies has posed a 
major problem for the 80th Con-| 
gress, Senator James E. Murray |
